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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Applicant arguments/ Remarks, filed 08/17/2009, with 
respect to Non-Final Rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
Non-Final Rejection of 04/15/2009 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19, 23, 24, 45, 46, 47 and 48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested the claimed; 

"passing the first laser beam through a dichroic mirror and reflecting the 
second laser beam at the dichroic mirror so that the first laser beam and 
the second laser beam have a same optical axis; 

passing the first laser beam and the second laser beam having the same 
optical axis through a cylindrical achromatic lens so that the first laser 
beam and the second laser beam have a same beam length on a surface 
of a semiconductor film" 

Since the reference either singly or in combination fail to disclose all the 
elements of the claims, the subject of the claims is properly allowable.
